pean Recovery Program, 

The Council of the Huropean Ec- 
onomic Co-operation Organization 
reached agreement after a six-hour

From information 
which could be gathered it appears 
that Shirley was preparing to help 
her mother get supper ready late 
Friday afternoon. Using kerosene 


to ignite the slowly burning fire, : 


Shirley accidently spilled some. on 


‘her clothing and when the kerosene 


exploded it leaped to ignite her 
clothing, causing severe burns and 
completely gutting the Glasgow 
home, 


Mrs. Glasgow was out in the yard 
at the time and on ‘hearing the 
noise rushed to the house finding 
her daughters clothing ablaze. She 
suffered extensive burns to her 
hands and arms in attempting. to 
extinguish the flames, By this time 
the house was burning so she took 
the other three children outside to 
safety.

This fund is 
available for cases of extreme emer- 
gency such as in the Glasgow fire 
tragedy.

As we face those 
people who are’ always asking for 
more, we would like to know “how 
well we have faced up to these obli- 
gations and how much more we 
might be expected to do. We are 
using some figures presented in a 
bulletin ot the eu ot, Social 
Service of the Church of England in 
Canada, They are government fig- 
ures, and we quote them from the 
Council because no one would sus- 
pect it of urging our private ad- 
vantage against our responsibilities 
It is not they but we who suggest 


that the figures might make. us 


stop and consider before we go 
blithely about the business of de- 
manding more and more. of a bur- 
dened citizenship. The various char- 
ges grouped together represent an 
average annual toll of $266 on every 
family in Canada,

Fairbanks, Alaska—Alaska, last 
frontier of the United States, is 
tearing down its “help wanted” 
signs for the first summer in eight 
years. ; 

Alaska is caught between booms 
—and hopes the Alaska Highway 
“beomers” will stay home. 
job queries from the United States 
are being answered maybe next 
year.” 

Here and at Anchorage—the ter- 
ritory's war-boom cities—the usual 
late-summer roar of construction 
machines is but a rumble. Camps 


that have throbbed with activity as 
crews turned out for shifts in the 


long sunny days of northern sum- 
mers are emptying. 

Milton Wade, manager of the 
Fairbanks office of the territorial 
employment service, sums it up with 
‘no more men and women needed in 
Alaska at present,” His advice to 
anyone thinking of migrating north 
ward this year is a terse warning: 
“stay home—it will only mean 
grief.” 


Boomers are rolling over the 
Alaska Highway in record numbers 
and can't find jobs. Most of them 
are broke on arrival; They are sell- 
ing tires and luggage on the side- 
walks of Anchorage and Fairbanks 
for gasoline to return home, They’ve 
glutted the used-ear market. 

Need Homesteaders 

Alaska wants homesteaders; needs 
more permanent settlers to stay and 
develop the territory, But very few 
of the young men and women ar- 
riving this summer are prepared 
financially for the task. Others 
planned summer jobs to help buy 
bacon and beans for the long winter 
months ahead. Most are dumbfound- 
ed when told they should have at 
least $5,000 to tide them through an 
initial. settlement period. 

Faced with the tight 1948 job 
situation, the newcomer is puzzled 
by the money being spent in the 
Alaska boom towns, The answer at 
Anchorage and Fairbanks is in pay- 
rolls for,thousands of soldiers at 
Fort Richardson and airmen at

In an article—“Better Be Safe“ 
in the current issue of HEALTH, 
the Health League of Canada’s of- 
ficial magazine, Dr, Robertson ex- 
presses the view that “it is even 
harder to believe that there are ac- 
tually people in Canada who know 


nothing at all about it and who 
don’t know what immunization 
means” 


To spread the gospel. of immuni- 


zation and to emphasize to parents 


of children who have not been pro- 
tected, through immunization, again 
st such diseases as diphtheria, 
whooping cough and smallpox, the 
Health League of Canada this week 
4s sponsoring “National Immuniza- 
tion Week“. In cooperation with or- 
ficial health departments, the 
Health League, a voluntary health 
education association, is attempting 
to make Canadians realize that the 
360 deaths in Canada last year from 
diphtheria and whooping cough 
were needless, 8 

It is Known that toxoid prevents 
diphtheria, that whooping cough 
vaccine checks whooping cough, and 
that vaccination has just about 
wiped out smallpox. 

Here is what Dr. Robertson has 
to say about these three diseases 
and their preventives— 

Diphtheria is extremely danger- 
ous in young children under five 
years of age. She remarke that it 
might be possible to avoid contact 
with people who have diphtheria 
and to avoid the germs in milk by 
pasteurization, but it is impossible, 
except by use of toxoid, to prevent 
contacting it from carriers“ - per- 
sons who are not ill themselves but 
who carry the dangerous germs in 
their noses and throats, 

Dr. Robertson emphasizes. that 
diphtheria toxoid is absolutely harm 
less and should be given first to 
children when they are six months 
old. She emphasizes. the value of 
“booster” doses later on, 

Whooping cough for years has 
been regarded too lightly, according 
to Dr. Robertson. It is serious, in 
children under two years of age. A 
whooping cough vaccine has been 
produced which is 80 per cent effec- 
tive as a complete preventive, while 
the protection obtained by the other 
20 per cent, while not complete, is

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dians know little or nothing of that 
once-dreaded disease, { Smallpox. 
There have been very few cases in 
recent years, and it is doubtful if 
many of the nation’s physicians 
have actually seen an active case of 
what once was a scourge. 

The reason for the disappearance 
of smallpox, of course, is vaccina- 
tion—a proven immunizing process 
Eng- 
land’s Dr. Edward Jenner in 1796, 

However, while smallpox is now 
an almost forgotten disease, care 
should be taken that it does not 
break out again. , 

In a “National Immun on 
Week“ message to the nation the 
Health League of Canada states this 
once dread scourge can again be- 
come a menace if vaccination is 
neglected, Vaccination and re-vac- 
cination procedures shculd be ‘main- 
tained because there is no natural 
immunity to smallpox. 

Anyone who has not been ‘vac- 
cinated can contract the disease— 
vaccination is the only protection.

The Bod- 
lelan, however, has the greatest un- 
iversity library in the world and is

part of two days there and really 
saw only a little of it. There are al- 
ways some students or artists mak- 
ing studies, or drawings of various 
statues or other objects. 

I was particularly interested in 
the Mgyptian. rooms where there 
are items dating back as far as the 
year 3100 BC, 


The High is one of the finest and 


most famous streets in the world, 


lined with nearly a aozen colleges 
and churches, including Magdalen, 
which they pronounce Maudlen.“ 
Queens, Ail Souls, Rrasenose, All 
Saints, University and Oriel Col- 
leges, the Examination Schools, the 
Botanic Gardens and St. Mary’s 
Church. 

Oxford is a delightful blending of 
the past and the present, and fine 
modern stores are often next to cen- 
turies-old buildings, Two inns, Che- 
quers Inn and the “Golden Cross” 
are at least 500 years old, the latter 
being a delightful place hidden be- 
hind some most modern stores, 

In Broad St, is a tablet in the 
pavement marking the spot where 
the three martyrs, Latimer, Ridley 
and Cranmer were burned at the 
stake in 1556.
